c N THE Scrip- 
8 tural sense, the 
os word death ac- 
tually means 
more than for 
heart action to cease; it 
means expulsion from 
the presence of God. 
Those to whom the Res- 
urrection life of Christ 
has been _ imparted 
through supernatural 
regeneration do not die, 
for “to be absent from 
the body is to be pres- 
ent with the Lord.” But 
those who leave the body without 
Christ are committed to “the second 
death”—which means that they die 
twice, first a physical death, and 
second a spiritual death. Whatever 
else hell may be, it is the everlasting 
absence of God. 


Death is more than the inertia of 
physical forces. It is an “enemy,” 
an entity, a demon intelligence which 
God sent His Son to destroy. Jesus 
came out of the tomb in triumph and 
because He lives we know that we 
too shall live. Hence His words that 
“the gates of hell” shall not pre- 
vail against true believers. ‘The 
Psalmist looked forward to the Lord’s 
victory over death and sang, “Nei- 
ther wilt thou suffer thine Holy One 
to see corruption.” And the body of 
Jesus Christ did not see corruption! 


Have you noticed that Jesus never 
preached a funeral sermon in the 
days of His flesh? He attended 
three funerals and He broke them 
all up. He specializes in breaking up 
funeral services. Whether at the 
city of Nain, or in the home of Jair- 
us or at the burial place of Lazarus, 
we find the Master demonstrating 
His life-giving power. The man left 
his bier, the daughter arose, and 
Lazarus came forth. The dead could 
not stay dead where Jesus was. 
When He came in, death went out. 
Jesus killed death. 

After the Resurrection the early

Christians lost their 
fear of death. They 
were so close to the 
Risen Lord and _ the 
memory of His triumph 
was so vivid that they 
thought of leaving the 
body as simply depart- 
ing to be with Him. 
Paul became hilarious 
about the matter. He 
said that Jesus pulled 
the teeth, removed the 
fangs, jerked the sting- 
er out of death. “O 
death where is thy 
sting? O grave, where is thy vic- 
tory?” His empty grave bespeaks 
for you an empty grave. He is “the 
first fruits of them that slept.” 


Some time ago I stood by the 
tomb of Abraham Lincoln in Spring- 
field and that was a sacred place. 
One day a guard in the Congression- 
al Library building of Washington, 
D. C., told me that the pinch of white 
dust which I saw, was some of the 
remains of Christopher Columbus. 
At Mount Vernon I saw the tomb 
where rests all that the world could 
keep of the physical remains of 
George Washington. Millions of 
Buddhists look to a_ bell-shaped 
building in India as the most sacred 
spot in the world because there rests 
their Buddha. But as Christians, we 
rejoice in an empty grave. 


Let no modernistic preacher ob- 
serve Easter. The Christ of modern- 
ism is still in the grave. Of neces- 
sity, the modern liberal thinker re- 
jects everything supernatural and 
this includes the deity, virgin birth, 
atonement and resurrection of our 
Lord.

Ge2P is love. 


“By this shall all men know that ye 
are my disciples, if ye have love one to 
another.” ‘Love worketh no ill to his 
neighbor: therefore love is the fulfilling 
of the law.” 


Paul outlines nine graces which blend 
to make up the composite whole of 
Christian character and each of them 
are rooted in the love of God, as it 
manifests itself through the purified 
personality. He wrote to the Galatians, 
“But the fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, 
peace, longsuffering, gentleness, good- 
ness, faith, meekness, temperance: 
against such there is no law.” Chris- 
tian lives should embody and show forth 
these qualities. To the Romans the 
Apostle wrote “Let love be without dis- 
simulation. Abhor that which is evil; 
cleave to that which is good. Be kind- 
ly affectioned one to another with 
brotherly love; in honour preferring one 
another.” 


No true believer who really has the 
love of God burning in his heart will 
harbor evil, bitterness or malice against 
a single living human being, much less 
another member in the body of Christ. 
In Christ there is no gossip, backbiting 
or misrepresentation. And when such 
a person is found, though he may pro- 
fess much with his lips, there is cause 
_— his standing as a child of 

od. 


. I once examined all of the creeds and 
doctrinal statements of the church that 
I could find. To my amazement I never 
found one where divine love was men- 
tioned. For nineteen hundred years we 
have been writing down what we believe 
but as yet into no statement of belief 
has there ever been incorporated a ref- 
erence to the one great underlying es- 
sential. Is it true, that as Christians, 
we believe in everything but love? 


Perhaps this explains why the cause 
of Christ has been rent so many times, 
and weakened, by unwarranted contro- 
versy. Perhaps this explains why the 
atmosphere of so many centers of wor- 
ship is kept brittle instead of vital. 
Perhaps this explains why there is so 
much hatred and jealousy existing 
among many Christian leaders today. 
I am thinking of that “Fundamentalist” 
Bible lecturer to whom a young man 
recently brought a Bible with the re- 
quest that he write his autograph in the 
front; but when the lecturer saw the 
name of another preacher, whom he dis- 
liked, had already written in it, he fair- 
ly threw the Book back to the young 
man. 


We need to bear in mind that Chris- 
tianity is intensely ethical. It involves 
mental, moral and physical discipline. 
The Lord says that He will put His 
Spirit within you and cause you to 
walk in His statutes—and the Chris- 


tian’s walk is a straight walk. I know 
of a man who came into such sweet 
relationship with his Lord that he quit 
beating his mules and kicking the cat. 
And the lady who gained control of her 
tongue after receiving the Holy Spirit 
in His fullness. Since the sum total 
of life is made up of many, many little 
experiences, it is a wise soul that seeks 
to give himself over so completely to 
the love of God that he will literally 
radiate the divine Presence in every- 
thing that he says and does, and un- 
der all circumstances. 

Such a one’s thoughts, conversa- 
tion, appetites, desires and conduct 
will be certain to be above reproach. 
While we talk, and quarrel, and fuss, 
about mooted matters and the lesser 
important points of doctrine, we 
should not forget that Christianity is

We 
will build up a purely German cinemat- 
ographic industry as opposed to the 
control of Jewish-Hollywood and the 
Jewish movie companies in Germany 
itself. We are going to stop German 
literature from being poisoned by the 
Semitic sensualists, but above all we 
intend to liberate the German press 
from the nefarious international poison 
disseminated by the Jewish plotters.”

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A Significant Prophetic Development

¢¢PDEHOLD. ... I will work a work 
in your days, which ye will noi 
believe, though it be told you.” 

If these words spoken through the 
lips of the prophet Habakkuk were ever 
appropriate for any day and generation, 
that time is the present. We might re- 
construct the verse to read this way, 
“The nations are fulfilling prophecy at 
lightning speed but they do not know 
it.” Back of all the turmoil through 
which the world is passing, a plan of 
symmetric beauty is being worked out. 
It provides optimism in the midst of 
all this suffering and world chaos to be 
able to discern the prophetic trend and 
thereby be able to interpret current 
events in the light of “the signs of the 
times.” (ndeed, it must be very dark 
and discouraging for those who lack 
this knowledge. To understand pro- 
phetic developments is to have chart 
and compass during these trying days. 

Students of Bible prophecy know that 
Daniel’s interpretation of the great 
*Image which Nebuchadnezzar saw in 
his vision, makes it clear that there 
were to be five great, specific empires 
on the earth between the date that the 
prophecy was uttered and the time of 
the return of Jesus Christ. If we will 
sketch briefly the outline of subsequent 
history we will again be reminded that 
“Prophecy is history written in ad- 
vance.” The vision described the Image 
as having: 

Head of Gold 

Breast of Silver 

Thighs of Brass 

Legs of Iron 

Ten Toes of Iron and Clay 


Babylon 

The first kingdom was Babylon. It 
was symbolized by the head of gold. 
Daniel was compelled to break the sad 
news to the king that his nation would 
be destroyed. Babylon towered to a 
height never reached by any of its suc- 
cessors. .The city was in a perfect 
square measuring sixty miles around 
the top of the walls. The wall was 
three hundred and fifty feet high and 
eighty-seven feet thick. The Euphrates 
river flowed under the walls and 
through the center of the city between 
banks of marble. This city with its im- 
pregnable walls and moat; its one hun- 
dred and fifty huge gates of solid brass; 
its hanging gardens, rising terrace 
above terrace which we still look back 
upon as one of the seven wonders of the 
ancient world; its two royal palaces, 
one three and a half and the other eight 
miles in circumference; its subterranean 
tunnel under the Euphrates connecting 
the two palaces; its supply of food suf- 
ficient to last for twenty-five years in 
the event of an attack from the outside 
—this was the golden head built by 
Nebuchadnezzar which Daniel prophe- 
cied would be overthrown. The people 
were wholly given over to pleasure, un- 
bridled dissipation, and drunkenness. 
Virtue had given place to vice. After 
Belshazzar came to the throne, Daniel’s 
prophecy was fulfilled on the tragic 
night of the great feast when the Medes 
and Persians suddenly turned the

Euphrates out of its banks into a lake, 
dried up the river bed and marched un- 
der the city walls. 


Medes and Persians 

The Medo-Persian kingdom became 
second in the politico-prophetic series. 
It was symbolized by the breast of sil- 
ver. Under Cyrus its borders were 
pushed far beyond those of Babylon but 
it was inferior in wealth, beauty, lux- 
ury and magnificence. Under Babylon 
the children of Israel were breugh 
into captivity, but under the Medes and 
Persians they were restored to their 
own land. The silver kingdom was su- 
preme over the earth for a few hundred 
years until the time that Darius Codo- 
mannus came into power. He was the 
last of the line of old Persian kings. 
Ill-fortune smote him. He was hardly 
on the throne before Alexander the 
Great, head of the Greek armies, was 
trying to destroy him. Although the 
Persian soldiers outnumbered the 
Greeks twenty to one, Darius went 
down. And, Daniel’s prophecy was ful- 
filled, that a “third kingdom of brass 
shall rule over all the earth.” 


Greece 

In the ever changing political kaleido- 
scope, Grecia became the third in the 
series of kingdoms. It was symbolized 
by the thighs of brass. After the fall 
of Darius, Alexander knew that his last 
formidable foe was gone. So he gave 
himself up to wild enjoyment and a life 
of restless pleasure. With great ar- 
rogance he proclaimed himself a deity. 
He often murdered his closest friends 
in drunken orgies. He finally drank 
himself to death. The fall of Greece 
under the iron hand of Rome is a mat- 
ter of history. 


Rome 


And Rome became the fourth king- 
dom. It was symbolized by the two 
legs of iron. Gibbon the great historian 
says, “The arms of the Republic, some- 
times vanquished in battle, always vic- 
torious in war, advanced with rapid 
steps to the Euphrates, the Danube, the 
Rhine, and the ocean; and the images 
of gold, or silver, or brass that might 
serve to represent the nations or their 
kings, were successively broken by the 
iron monarchy of Rome.” Gibbon uses 
the word iron in describing Rome and 
so does Daniel, “And the fourth king- 
dom shall be strong as iron.” School 
children read of the “iron legions of 
Rome.” When Christ was born under 
the shining stars and angel song, it was 
at a time when the Roman Empire was 
supreme and included what is now the 
southern part of Europe, all of France 
and England, the greater part of the 
Netherlands, Switzerland, also Hun- 
gary, Turkey, Greece, and a small part 
of Asia and northern Africa. No won- 
der Gibbon said, “The empire of the 
Romans filled the world. And when 
that empire fell into the hands of a 
single person, the world became a safe 
and dreary prison for,his enemies. To 
resist was fatal; and it was impossible 
to fly.” The two legs of the image rep- 
resent the two divisions of the Empire. 
A thousand years after Daniel’s prophe- 
cy Rome was separated into two great 
halves, the western capital in Rome and 
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the eastern capital in Constantinople. 
The western division continued some 
four hundred years after Christ and the 
eastern lasted until 1453 when it was 
taken by the Turks.... If Daniel 
were a historian today, locking back, he 
could not write more accurately than

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ROOSEVELT DEMANDS BEER

I USED to be a bartender. My saloon 
was old “Four-ten” in Wichita, the 
first “joint” Carry Nation ever smash- 
ed. My better nature eventually re- 
volted against the whole wicked busi- 
ness which prospers upon the wreckage 
of its patrons. As I look back I can 
see how God, by acts of special provi- 
dence, was leading me out of it. 
For several years now I have been pas- 
tor of a church which is located not 
many blocks from the place where I 
used to help blast lives and destroy 
homes by the wretched business in 
which I was engaged. How glad I 
would be if some of the memories of 
those years of open saloon business 
could be erased from my mind! To my 
certain knowledge, the liquor elements 
of our country represent the most 
treacherous, deceptive, degrading and 
dangerous racket that has ever cursed 
any nation in modern times. 

The industry can tolerate no con- 
science. It has no ideals. It is incap- 
able of making a single constructive 
contribution to the welfare of the 
American people. This is why national 
Prohibition has been made the target of 
every unfair, unjust and un-American 
accusation. Do not expect the Wet in- 
terests to observe any standard of 
truth; the truth is not in them. I know 
what the old saloon was and I know 
that conditions under Prohibition have 
been a hundred times better morally, 
socially, economically and every other 
way. 

And yet Prohibition was blamed for 
the increase of crime which actually 
resulted from the great war and the 
ever increasing corruption of politics. 
Prohibition was even blamed for the 
depression in the beginning. Granted 
that human lust, selfishness and greed 
coming out of the root cursedness of 
the carnal heart have combined to pro- 
duce every conceivable abnormal con- 
dition in late years, yet had there been 
an unrestrained flow of ,alcohol like 
there was prior to Prohibition, every 
honest, consistent thinker knows that 
general conditions would have been in- 
finitely worse. Alcohol is a poison, a 
drug which contributes nothing but woe 
and misery to the soul and flesh of the 
victim in whom its fangs become fast- 
ened. 


In his recent stalwart defense of 
sobriety on the floor of the United 
States Senate a few days ago, Senator 
Morris Sheppard gave utterance to this 
classic phrase, which should be con- 
stantly hurled in the teeth of less cour- 
ageous leaders of political thought, 
“The human organism is built upon 
disciplines, coordinations, restraints, re- 
actions, developed and communicated by 
brain and nerves into conduct and ac- 
tion. Alcohol taken as a_ beverage 
poisons the tissues of the brain, crip- 
ples and disorganizes nerve activity, 
and thus pollutes, distorts, destroys the 
sources of normal life and progress. It 
attacks first of all the most delicate and 
vital brain centers, whence emanate con- 
ceptions of right and truth and justice, 
of policies of enterprise and govern- 
ment; impairs the capacity of the 
nerves to carry the impulses of efficient 
action; and long before its effects on 
the body are visible, long before what 


is commonly supposed to be intoxica- 
tion visibly develops, it has started a 
human unit on the road to moral col- 
lapse, mental incapacity and physical 
enfeeblement.

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Natural Law, Miracles, And Theistic Evolution

HE so-called liberals in the church 
who give the declarations of modern 


science precedence over the teaching of 
the Scriptures, and also the so-called 
conservatives who try to be true to the 
Scriptures but also believe that all the 
teachings of modern science have to be 
accepted, combine belief in a deity with 
belief in evolution, by explaining crea- 
tion on the basis of theistic evolution. 
As a matter of fact there is no such 
thing as theistic evolution, but the term 
carries an idea. This paper is written 
for the purpose of clearing up the ques- 
tion. 

A short explanation with an illustra- 
tion or two will indicate the situation. 
After speaking at a ministers’ meeting 
some months ago, to the disturbance of 
two pronounced believers in evolution, 
an elderly, highly educated clergyman 
who took the modernistic position was 
very critical of the case against evolu- 
tion. He insisted that God does every- 
thing by natural law. This was his 
basic reason for believing in evolution, 
for when we come down to the meat of 
the question, the doctrine of evolution 
is nothing more nor less than the doc- 
trine that nature came into existence by 
the operation of natural law. (Does 
everybody get this? The doctrine of 
evolution is nothing more nor less than 
the doctrine of the universality of nat- 
ural law.) If the gentleman was right 
in this doctrine, he was right in believ- 
ing in evolution. 

I asked him, “What about the times 
that Jesus healed lepers? Diseased 
flesh immediately became pure and 
sound. Was that natural law?” He 
insisted that it was, and that natural 
law might operate in ways we cannot 
understand. An impasse developed 
right there, for though we obviously 
_know only a fraction of the workings 
of nature, the application of natural 
law to what we call miracles was too 


deep a question of philosophy for two © 


individuals to‘ discuss when feelings 
were somewhat disturbed. Of course, 
the genuine modernists deny the im- 
mediate healing of lepers and all mir- 
acles. Miracles are taboo in their 
creed. 


More recently a young clergyman, a 
friend of the writer, far above average 
intelligence, and with much mental vig- 
or, sound and active in the faith, a de- 
cided believer in all the Scriptures, 
casually pronounced this same dictum: 
“God works only by natural law.” I 
asked him the same question I had 
asked the other gentleman and got the 
same reply. We were just about to 
part at the time, so I did not follow up 
the question, but here is an astounding 
situation. 

One clergyman uses this doctrine: 


“God works only by natural law,” to 
justify his belief in evolution, and more 
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the country knew before the enactment 
of the Eighteenth Amendment. 

There is one safe way to deal with 
alcohol—_STAMP IT OUT LIKE WE 
DO OPIUM.

than that, to indicate that anything else 
is, to put it tactfully, not altogether in- 
telligent. (Modernists seldom have 
much respect for the intelligence of 
creationist.) Then another clergyman, 
intelligent and a deep thinker, held just 
the same view of God’s control of His 
universe, but is a definite believer in 
creation and in the Scriptures as writ- 
ten. There is, of course, a big mistake 
somewhere, and that mistake should be 
cleared up. 

The young man spoken of is not 
alone by any means in his position. 
Frequently one finds the same position 
stated, sometimes by deep thinking 
scholars, and sometimes by vigorous 
anti-evolution lecturers. I will cite 
briefly the nature of an argument of 
this kind presented in a Fundamentalist 
magazine by an evangelical scholar, not 
a clergyman, but a layman of some note 
as a scientist. Here is part of his argu- 
ment greatly condensed: 

“Inorganic matter (non-living, or 
mineral matter) obeys certain natural 
laws, such as gravity. Life comes and 
acts upon some of that matter: it be- 
comes part of a plant, or is taken into 
a plant, and it rises up against the pull 
of gravity. Here is an example of a 
case where a higher law makes matter 
operate contrary to what it would act 
on a lower stage of existence. Then an 
animal eats the plant; material in it be- 
comes part of his body and becomes 
subject to kinds of action far transcend- 
ing anything possible when it was in a 
lower stage, the stage of plant life. In 
the same way a still higher stage can 
be thought of than even the animal 
stage. Matter then will operate, not in 
fact contrary to law, but in accordance 
with a higher natural law.” The idea 
being developed will be clear enough to 
those who have heard it; it is given of- 
ten in theological writings; almost any 
clear thinker can grasp the argument. 


In the first place, if natural law, or I 
prefer to use the term, natural proc- 
esses, ALONE operate, what under the 
Sun exists but evolution? Evolution is 
change through the operation of natur- 
al processes. ... I will put this ques- 
tion to every theologian and I challenge 
any evolutionst, theistic or otherwise, to 
answer it and get anything but atheisin 
or agnosticism in his answer. “If God 
works only by natural processes, what 
evidence can there possibly be that 
there is a God?” I asked this question 
of an old friend, a scientist and uni- 
versity professor, a pronounced agnos- 
tic and he answered promptly and con- 
clusively, None. 


This is the only intelligent answer a 
man can give, though another scientist, 
an authority on one phase of evolu- 
tionary doctrine, and a theist, that same 
day answered the question: “Much evi- 
dence. Order in nature indicates con- 
clusively the existence of a God.” Not 
being personally acquainted with this 
gentleman, and creationists being con- 
sidered fanatics by most scholars these 
days, I did not ask him how God could 
arrange matter in an orderly condition 
without having special control over it. 
I would be perfectly delighted to see 
some reasonable answer to this ques- 
tion, something more than indefinite 
generalities, that would show how God 


could make himself known if natural 
processes alone operate. It cannot be 
done. 

The greatest philosophical book deal- 
ing with the relation of God to his uni- 
verse is Job. The lesson of the book 
was stated by Job when he said, “I 
know that canst do all things and that 
no purpose of thine can be restrained.” 
The same thought is given in the rhe- 
torical question God Himself asked 
Abraham, “Is anything too hard for 
God?” Of course, granting the exist- 
ence of God, nothing can be too hard 
for Him to do. 

A stone falls by gravity, but if there 
is occasion, God can cause that stone to 
go opposite to gravity, and He need not 
be tied down in the methods used in 
making it go upward. We are remind- 
ed that on one occasion in Old Testa- 
ment times that “the iron did swim.” 
We can say if we like that a higher law 
is used in this. But such a statement 
is meaningless unless we simply mean 
that the transcendent God pérforms 
miracles. 

Let us take a few illustrations, for 
reasoning by definite cases is apt to be 
sounder than reasoning by generalities. 
In fact reasoning by generalities is 
often a means of circumventing reason 
and of reaching unreasonable conclu- 
sions. Take first the occasion for God’s 
question. Sarah was long past child 
bearing. The statement that she would 
be mother of a son seemed so ridiculous 
that she laughed at the seeming fool- 
ishness of it. According to everything 
in human experience this was contrary 
to natural processes. If a man succeeds 
in ph'losophizing around the subject 
until he convinces himself that the birth 
of Isaac from aged Sarah was a natural 
process he goes contrary to reason and, 
se makes human experience meaning- 
ess. 

Or take the former illustration men- 
tioned: the change of diseased leprous 
flesh to pure, sound, healthy flesh, evi- 
dently an instantaneous operation. This 
is definitely contrary to everything in 
nature that concerns nutrition and life, 
and to say that this was a higher law 
of nature makes nature meaningless. 
A philosopher can be guilty of such a 
travesty of reason, but a man with 
plain common sense could not be! 

Take the creation of Adam: suppos- 
ing that he was created just as the or- 
dinary Christian reader of Genesis 
would assume the creation occurred. 
No common-sense reader would believe 
that such creation was birth from a 
monkey or other beast; it would take a 
deep thinking theologian to reach a con- 
clusion like that. The normal reader 
would suppose that the Creator decreed 
that material would take the shape of a 
man, and that life by God’s fiat should 
enter the form created, and the man, 
Adam, would exist, with God-given 
mind, body and spirit. This would be 
assumed to have occurred almost in- 
stantly, or at least within a brief 
period. 

But, for existing matter to take the 
form of an adult man and to become 
alive, or for the image of a man to 
spring into being from nothing (at 
least from some “spirit substance” not 
the elements which we know) is some- 
thing completely transcending natural 
law, and for a theologian to reach con- 
clusion by mental gymnastics that such 
creation after all is just a higher form

Deductions 

Religious evolutionists hold that men 
in all ages and amongst all peoples 
have caught glimpses of the beauty, 
wisdom and holiness of the Unseen, and 
have “shared” with their fellows their 
noblest thoughts; pre-eminent amongst 
these stands the Prophet of Nazareth. 
Insiduously they inculcate that no one 
of these has found all the truth, but 
that all have had some of the truth;

That there must be 
staged another Ephesian demonstration 
of *“Great is Evolution, great is Evo- 
lution” until all the world should mis- 
take clamour for reason. Persistent 
and prolonged has been the boring from 
within, during which that generation of 
Evangelical opponents passed and evan- 
gelicalism has become permeated by 
this pseudo-philosophy, called evolution. 
The leaders, who now have control of 
the educational, theological, journalistic 
and philantrophical institutions deem 
the time opportune to establish the 
categories of evolution as the religion 
of the future. 


A chief spokesman, John Haynes 
Holmes, a Unitarian, once a student 
for the Baptist ministry and the prod- 
uct of a modernistic Theological Sem- 
inary, has recently trumpeted forth 
this blast, “that we are coming to « 
time when there will be no Jehovah, no 
Sundays, no churches and no Bibles. 
Jehovah ideals will give place to one 
omnipresent eternal energy.” Sunday 
will give place to “the communal conse- 
cration.” Churches will give place to 
the “community with its sacred places 
of the common life,” such as the Lin- 
coln Memorial in Washington and the 
civic auditorium in Cleveland. The Bi- 
ble will be replaced by “the assembled 
literature of all ages and peoples.” 
(Watchman-Examiner, Mch. 1, 1933). 


To achieve this end is issued the 
report of the Laymen’s Foreign Mis- 
sion Enquiry. Space will permit only 
abbreviated quotations, but sufficient to 
display the animus: “The report is com- 
posed of three genera! sections. The 
first deals with the fundamental basis 
of missions, and declares that this must 
be changed, that Christianity should 
cease its efforts to destroy or displace 
the non-Christian religions and should 
cooperate with them, letting any 
change come as it may, as the result 
of a common SHARING and quest.” 
“Whatever its present conception of fu- 
ture life, there is little disposition to 
believe that sincere and aspiring seek- 
ers after God in other religions are to 
be damned: it has become less con- 
cerned in any land to save men from 
eternal punishment than from the dan- 
ger of losing the supreme _ good.” 
“If through growing appreciation and 
borrowing, the vitality of genuine re- 
ligion is anywhere increased the Chris- 
tian may well rejoice in that fact. He 
will look forward, not to the destruc- 
tion of these religions, but to their con- 
tinued co-existence with Christianity, 
each stimulating the other in growth 
toward the ultimate goal, unity in the 
completest religious truth.” “The cru- 
cial question is this: Whether the mo- 
tives that animated the inauguration of 
the Protestant missions a century or 
so ago remain in full force, in view of 
the changes that have taken place since 
their inception .... if the conception of 
hell changes. if attention is drawn 
away from the fear of God’s punitive 
justice to happier conceptions of des-

Our Next Task 

As in the Bureau of Standards in 
Washington are kept the precise in- 
struments for measurement and weight, 
so in God’s Word are preserved the pre- 
cise standards of truth. False stand- 
ards fall when tested by the precise. 
The precise are age-long, the false 
ephemeral. The Bible is weightier than 
any system of philosophy yet promul- 
gated, and boader than any system of 
human thought. Therefore it is the 
standard by which we test the cate- 
gories of evolution. The demonstrated 
facts of science are in accord with God’s 
Word, though not always in accord with 
the theological systems which men have 
erected upon that Word. Is this true 
of the categories? 


Fiat Creation 

Is there any hint here of atomic dis- 
intregation? Or of the passing over 
from one genus to another. It declares 
not only impassible barriers between 
genera but also between families. Did 
one ever know of mating naturally be- 
tween a spider and an eagle or a spar- 
row and a robin? No, Genesis says 
“Each after its kind.” Science here is 
in accord. Mendall’s Law demonstrates. 
Eminent biologists declare that no form 
of life can transmit characteristics 
which it did not itself receive in genera- 
tion. Geclogy shows no change in the 
mest ancient fossils and their present 
living forms. The categories of evo- 
lution are not built upon the hard 
foundation facts of science (scio, to 
know). Their roots are in the nebulous 
clouds of conjecture, where no barriers 
of knowledge exist, and _ primordial 
germs are generated.

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The Coming 


Golden Calf

“And when the people saw that Mos- 
es delayed to come down out_of the 
mount, the people gathered themselves 
together unto Aaron and said unto him, 
Up, make us gods, which shall go before 
us; for as for this Moses, the man that 
brought us up out of the land of Egypt, 
we wot not what is become of him. And 
Aaron said unto them, Break off the 
golden earrings, which are in the ears 
of your wives, of your sons, and of your 
daughters, and bring them unto me. 
And all the people brake off the golden 
earrings which were in their ears, and 
brought them unto Aaron. And he 
received them at their hand, and fash- 
ioned it with a graving tool, after he 
had made it a molten calf: and they 
said, These be thy gods, O Israel, which 
brought thee up out of the land of 
Egypt.” 


Because of the selfishness and greed 
of the human heart there has always 
been a curse upon nature’s pure sub- 
stance, gold. “For the love of money is 
the root of all evil.” Indeed, the dollar 
sign ($) originated from the idea of a 
snake entwined with two sticks. 


Hoover’s Warning 


From the time that Israel made her 
idol calf of gold, it has been the per- 
petual national sin among nations in 
their rise and fall, through history, to 
go wild in spasms of gold-lust. Gold is 
the great foundation upon which all na- 
tions in modern times have sought to 
build. In his last public address before 
retiring from public office Herbert 
Hoover said, “The United States has 
held staunchly to the gold standard. 
We have thereby maintained on Gibral- 
tar of stability in the world and con- 
tributed to check the movement to 
chaos. In all the welter of discussion 
there are some who are maintaining 
that the world has outgrown the use of 
gold as a basis of currency and ex- 
change. But we have to remember that 
it is a commodity the value of which is 
enshrined in human instincts for over 
10,000 years. The time may come when 
the world can safely abandon its use 
altogether but it has not yet reached 
that point. The fears and apprehen- 
sions directed to the stability of first 
one nation and then another have 
caused large flows of gold to meet ex- 
change demands. Thus a mass of gold 
dashing hither and yon from one nation 
to another, seeking maximum safety, 
has acted like a cannon loose on the 
deck of the world in a storm. ... Un- 
less the world takes heed it will find it 
has lost its standards of living and cul- 
ture, not for a few years depression but 
for generations.” 


It was this kind of a problem that 
confronted President Roosevelt the day 
he took the oath of office. Not know- 
ing what to expect of his political 
Liberalism, the masses_of people. were 
smitten with terror lest he should in- 
augurate some revolutionary monetary 
ideas. Hence, they converted their 


money into gold and took it home with 
them. This hoarding accompanied by 
manipulations in international finance 
began to sap the government of its sup- 
ply of the precious substance. The col- 
lapse which Mr. Hoover had seen com- 


ing suddenly developed and temporary 
relief came only when the new Presi- 
dent closed all of the banks to stop the 
flow, made it unlawful to possess gold 
money privately, and started the Wash- 
ington presses working night and day 
to increase the amount of paper money 
in circulation. 


The panic stricken hoarders were 
quickly smoked out when they learned 
that it had become a crime punishable 
by both a fine and imprisonment to be 
found holding personal supplies of gold. 
On March 9th, the Associated Press 
carried the following report from New 
York, “Golden treasures, after playing 
truant on a hoarding holiday, crept back 
to the secure vaults of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank here today. 


“Beginning Monday, it was unoffici- 
ally estimated that close to $50,000,000 
in gold coin and gold certificates had 
been received by the central bank from 
member institutions or persons, either 
conscience-stricken or fearing public 
exposure and confiscatory taxation, who 
felt that paper currency was the safer 
under the circumstances. Most of this 
huge sum was brought back yesterday 
and today.” 


American Fascism a 


In taking these corrective measures | 
the President gave the United States 
its first taste of American Fascism. A 
free people was given an opportunity 
to feel the lash of dictatorship like Italy, 
Turkey, Germany and other countries. 
Newspapers began to blaze with head- 
lines about “The Roosevelt Dictator- 
ship.” He demanded dictatorial powers 
of Congress and the members of both 
the House and the Senate folded their 
hands and said “Yes, yes.” Scribes of 
current history began to inquire, “‘What 
is becoming of democracy?” Many 
were reminded of Mussolini’s predic- 
tion that Fascism would some day 
trample the decomposed body of de- 
mocracy under its feet. —~ 


Colonel House recently discussed the 
possibility of an early dictatorship in 
Liberty magazine but the present 
changes have developed so fast that 
most people are getting dizzy. Perhaps 
the mother of the President was not so 
much surprised because she has just 
published the following statement in a 
book about her son, “Franklin had a 
great habit of ordering his playmates 
around and was generally permitted to 
have his way. Once I said to him: ‘My 
son, don’t give the orders all the time. 
Let the other boys give them some- 
times.’ ‘Mummie,’ he said, lifting a 
soil-streaked face, ‘if I didn’t give the 
orders nothing would happen!’” .... 
Prior to the inauguration when United 
States Senator Borah was advised by 
an eastern business man to help clothe 
Mr. Roosevelt with dictatorial powers, 
the booming voice from Idaho replied, 
“IT have seen no statement indicating 
that the President-elect desired any 
dictatorial powers. .. Should Congress 
undertake to confer upon him dictator- 
ial powers, I would hope, I would ex- 
pect him to fling it back in the chatter- 
ing teeth of a pusillanious Congress, 
with the reminder that he was the 
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President of the U. S. and not its dic- 


tater). 


Fascism is in the atmosphere. The . 


idea of dictatorship has permeated the 
political body of the world. Mussolini, 
the dean of all the dictators, found the 
time ripe on the 9th day of March to 
issue a rallying call to Fascists in all 
parts of the world. Never had he done 
this beforr. He had always accepted 
the idea that Fascism was something 
peculiar to Italy. But now the daily 
press explains that in a speech which 
lasted two hours he “pointed out with 
satisfaction the growth of movements 
similar to Fascism in various countries 
outside of Italy, and bids all Fascists to 
collaborate indefatigably to spread the 
Fascist spirit throughout the world.” 
The Milwaukee Journal says, “Hitherto 
one of the great points of difference be- 
tween Bolshevism and Fascism was that 
Bolshevism did not leave any stone un- 
turned to promote its creed throughout 
the world, while Fascism appeared con- 
tent if its theory and practise never 
crossed Italian frontiers. Now, how- 
ever, Fascism appears about to reverse 
its previous stand in this matter.” 


Viewing this important matter 
through the telescope of the prophetic 
Scriptures, it is common knowledge 
that two great dictatorships will ulti- 
mately emerge from the chaos of the 
world: one Black, the other Red—one 
Fascist and the other Communistic. 
Eventually these two principles, backed 
by millions of man-power, will “fight it 


_out.” The coming Fascist dictatorship 


will be based upon the control of gold 
as we shall see presently.

Certain mem- 
bers of Congress are growing cautious 
concerning his frequent requests for the 
enlargement of dictatorial powers. A 
storm is brewing with regard to certain 
farm legislation which he is demanding 
of the House and Senate. The Chica- 
go Tribune says, “Unless the President 
‘cracks the whip and drives his party 
followers into line, the bill drawn up by 
a radical economist in the department 
of agriculture. will be trimmed... . 
Gone is the air of supreme compliance 
with the President’s wishes.” 


It develops that the proposed farm 
bill was written by a man by the name 
of Mordecai Ezekiel of the President’s 
Agricultural department, whose name 
would indicate that he must be a Jew. 
It now develops that Mr. Ezekiel “not 
long ago returned from a year in 
Europe, most of it spent in Russia ob- 
serving the Soviet method of national 
agriculture.” Certain members of Con- 
gress see in the proposed legislation a 
plan to control the farmer like Russia 
controls the peasant. What the farmer 
raises and how he sells his products 
would be determined by higher-ups, 
they fear. « 


The Tribune continues, “As details of 
yesterday’s executive hearings began to 
emerge it became known that Mr. Eze- 
kiel made it clear that he would like to 
see agriculture in the United States 
regimented into a nationalized system, 
with the farmers and their production 
— and controlled from Washing- 

on. 


“Both Secretary Wallace and Assist- 
ant Secretary Tugwell, it was learned, 
were time and again forced to turn to 
Mr. Ezekiel when confronted with some 


question concerning the bill which they 
were recommending. 

“They were asked among other things 
whether a farmer who slaughtered a 
pig and, having enough meat left over 
to make some sausage meat sold a few 
pounds of sausage meat to his neigh- 
bor, would have to have a processor’s 
license. The answer was in the af- 
firmative. 

“Another question came from a 
southern senator who said that on his 
farm he raised corn, took it to a little 
nearby grist mill, and distributed a por- 
tion of the meal to his tenants. He in- 
quired whether the litle grist mill would 
have to have a license under the bill 
and whether he, as a distributor of a 
few pounds of meal, would have to be 
licensed. Again the answer was in the 
affirmative. As the senators read the 
bill, every corner grocery would come 
under the regulation of the secretary of 
agriculture.” 


“The Protocols” ee 


The President’s dictatorial doings 
promise to produce a measure of tem- 
porary financial relief in the country. 
To say the least, in this respect, he has 
shown foresight in issuing the new 
quantities of paper money. But there 
is cause to suppose that the source of 
the trouble, the roots of malignant 
growth, have not yet been touched. 
Nor can the present conditions be fully 
understood without a knowledge of the 
present trend of events in the light of 
fulfilled prophecy. 


In my recent book *“The Hidden 


Hand” there will be found a discussion 
of “The Protocols of the Learned Eld-

already come to pass, or are now in 
process of fulfillment. It is believed 
that the present depression is the re- 
sult of a threat found recorded in one

On page 22 of “The Hidden Hand” 
there will be found this quotation from 
one of “The Protocols,” “You are aware 
that the gold standard has been the 
ruin of the States which adopted it, 
for it has not been able to satisfy the 
demands for money, the more so that 
we have removed gold from circulation 
as far as possible. ... In our hands 
is the greatest power of our day—gold: 
in two days we can procure from our 
store-houses any quantity we may 
please.

Even conservative economists are 
calling the events of the last month, 
“the greatest debacle in banking his- 
tory.” We beheld a nation with $4,344,- 
000.000 in gold, ($2,892,000,000 of it 
held by the Federal Reserve System)

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standing powerless while its entire 
banking system became _ stagnated, 
temporarily paralyzed, and was forced 
to close the doors of every bank in the 
land. Then we hear the government’s 
Secretary of the Treasury say, “I think 
we’re on the bottom and can’t go any 
lower.” Who will say that behind such 
a plight there would not have to be an 
adequate cause? Somebody must be 
maneuvering things from behind the 
scenes. Where is the gold?—that is the 
uestion! Yes, some of it has been hid- 
en in mattresses and stockings, but cer- 
tainly not enough to put the nation in a 
state of complete collapse. Where is the 
gold? Secretary of the Treasury Wood- 
in was asked, when the bales of new 
paper money were issued last month, 
“Are we off the gold standard?” And 
he replied, “We are definitely on the 
gold standard. Gold merely cannot be 
obtained for several days.” 


Where is the gold of the world? 
Could “The Protocols” be authentic aft- 
er all? Is it possible that the prophe- 
cies are being fulfilled which say that 
when the Jewish government is defi- 
nitely set up in Palestine that it will 
take most of the gold of the world with 
it? Perhaps Zechariah was right when 
he said, “And Judah (the Jews) also 
shall fight at Jerusalem; and the wealth 
of all the heathen (Gentiles) round about 
shall be gathered together, gold, and 
silver, and apperal, in great abund- 
ance.” Israel made a great, Golden 
Calf back in Moses’ days! Is history 
repeating itself? 


Fascism on a Spree 

All through “The Protocols” there 
runs the plan of paving the way for the 
coming of a Superman, a colossal Dic- 
tator, who will be the Messiah of Jews 
and into whose hands the control of the 
world’s gold will be placed. The deliber- 
ate plan is to establish a great central 
institution of finance, a World Bank, a 
financial hub, which will stabilize the 
money markets of the world and be the 
controling center of finance. By this 
means the little group of Jewish leaders 
propose, according to “The Protocols,” 
to attain world dominion. “The Proto- 
cols” regard this coming Financial 
Monarch as their Messiah, but students 
of Bible prophecy know him as the Anti- 
christ. John, in the Revelation, calls 
him the Beast and describes his control 
of commerce, industry and gold in these 
words, “And he causeth all, both small 
and great, rich and poor, free and 
bond, to receive a mark in their right 
hand, or in their foreheads: And that 
NO MAN MIGHT BUY OR SELL, 
save he that had the mark, or the name 
of the beast, or the number of his 
name.” . . . With unmistakable exact- 
ness, the Fascist principle of dictator- 
ship, involving the overthrow and 
revision of all other systems of govern- 
ment, is heading in the direction of just 
such a Dictator as John describes. 


Already The World Bank exists in 
Basle, Switzerland. Its power is increas- 
ing every passing month and its hold 
on international finance continues to 
tighten. It has been dubbed “the Cash 
Register of the World.” A financial 
journal says, “By the terms of its 
charter the World Bank stands 100% 
for the gold standard. Only nations 
whose currency is on gold can be ad- 
mitted to its Board. Once admitted a 
member is not expelled for going off 


gold, but the World Bank is the inter- 
national rallying point for sound, stable 
money.’ 


In the light of the foregoing facts 
the following amazing press report 
from Berlin, will be interesting, ‘““Crea- 
tion of a new world currency is being 
considered seriously by leading financ- 
iers of the world as a possible means 
of ending the widespread economic de- 
pression, according to reports reaching 
here today from Basle and from Zurich, 
where the Bank for International Set- 
tlements has its headquarters. 


“Under the plan, as it is understood 
here, the central banks, or banks of 
issue, in the leading nations would 
receive varying shares of certificates 
representing a supply of gold to be de- 
posited with the Bank for International 
Settlements, and at Basle.” 


I trust that the mention of the name 
of Mussolini in connection with this 
plan of dictatorial finance, which will 
dominate the western world, will not 
appear too fantastic at first glance. 
Beyond doubt, many of Mussolini’s 
achievements fit into the prophetic pic- 
ture with an exactness that seems al- 
most unbelievable in some way. He 
will bear watching! Arthur Brisbane 
said last month, “Where Mussolini sits 
appears to be the head of the European 
table just now.” 


And Mussolini is friendly to the 
Jews. After a Cleveland, Ohio Rabbi 
called on him a few days ago, the New 
York Times had this to say in a front- 
page story, “When the rabbi asked if 
he thought central control of economic 
life possible in a country like America, 
Signor Mussolini answered, ‘Yes, it is 
possible and necessary.’ In reply to a 
question about whether he believed «a 
single master controller was needed to 
achieve this central planning, he 
laughed and said, ‘Of course, I believe 
a lone guided mind to be the first re- 
quirement, but there must also be 
means for achievement.’ A country 
such as America, the Premier added, 
must control economic life just as it 
controls the army and navy.... He 
spoke of religious tolerance, declaring 
there was no anti-Semitism in Italy, 
where Jews occupied positions of high 
importance.”

So cataclysmic the result, that man was 
convinced that he had forfeited his life. 
Henceforth the offended Deity must be 
appeased by the offering of a Substi- 
tuted Life.

At 
first the prerogative was vested in 
the head of the family, later assumed 
by a priestly class. 


Evolutionists would “change the truth 
of God into a lie,” by holding that God’s 
wrath is all a delusion (see Rethinking 
Missions), and that there must*be a 
syncretism between the revelation of 
God and the teachings of men who have 
become “vain in their own imagina- 
tions.”

“Then he brought me to the door of the 
gate of the Lord’s House which was to- 
ward the north, and, behold, there sat 
women weeping for Tammuz.” “At the 
door of the temple of the Lord, between 
the porch and the altar, were about 
five and twenty men, with their backs 
toward the temple of the Lord, and 
their faces toward the east and they 
worshipped the sun toward the east.” 
Was this “growing appreciation and 
borrowing” pleasing to God or did pro- 
phets hesitate to declare the “fear of 
God’s punitive justice?” 


Was Jeremiah carried away with the 
“shift of concern from other-world is- 
sues to the problems of . . . suffering 
in the present life” when he recorded in 
chapter 44:15-17 this scene? “Then all 
the men knew that their wives had 
burned incense to other gods, and all 
the women that stood by, a great multi- 
tude, even all the People that dwelt in 
the land of Egypt, in Pathros, answered 
Jeremiah, saying, ... we will certainly 
do whatever thing goeth forth out of 
our mouth, to burn incense unto the 
queen of heaven, and to pour out drink 
offerings unto her, as we have done, 
we, and our fathers, our kings, and our 
princes, in the cities of Judah and in 
the streets of Jerusalem: then had we

The little fellow that does the big job” 
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ISAIAH’S PROPHECY FULFILLED 





_— than two thousand years ago 
Isaiah prophesied that there would 


be a highway out of Egypt to Assyria 
and predicted an era of prosperity 
which would some day come to these 
lands. It is interesting, indeed, to note 
how this prophecy is being fulfilled. 
The prophecy: 


“In that day shall there be a high- 
way out of Egypt to Assyria, and the 
Assyrian shall come into Egypt, and 
the Egyptian into Assyria, and the 
Egyptians shall serve with the Assyri- 
ans. In that day shall Israel be the third 
with Egypt and with Assyria, a bless- 
ing in the midst of the land: Whom 
the Lord of hosts shall bless saying, 
Blessed be Egypt my people, and As- 
syria the work of my hands, and Israel 
mine inheritance.” Isaiah 19:23—25. 

Today the highway from Egypt to 
Assyria, predicted by Isaiah, is an ac- 
tuality, although it is only within the 
past year that the final link in the 
transportation system from Cairo to 
Bagdad has been completed. Truly, 
the forgoing of this chain of transpor- 
tation has been one of romance, pro- 
phecy, and history. Prior to the World 
War the only link in the chain was the 
short-line railroad from Cairo to the 
Suez Canal. The Turkish attacks on 
the Canal and the succeeding cam- 
paigns of the English Armies from 
Suez up through Palestine made the 
building of a railroad from El Quan- 
tara to Haifa one of major importance. 
Its rate of construction, of course, de- 
pended upon the progress made by the 
English troops and most of the time 
the rail head was only a few miles be- 
hind the advancing army. Many diffi- 
culties were encountered, including 
the terrible sandstorms, the gue- 
rilla warfare carried on by local sheiks, 
and the scarcity of water. However, 
. the railroad was completed as far as 
Gaza for the Palestine campaigns of 
1916—1917 in which the Turks were 
driven back into their own territory 
thus ending their long reign of terror 
in the Near East. 


After the war much reconstruction 
work necessarily had to be done and 
many separate states were set up, all 
of which, with the exception of Syria, 
were under British control. With the 
railroad completed from Cairo to Haifa, 
it remained for the motor truck, one of 
transportation’s newest tools, to final- 
ly fulfill the prophecy of Isaiah, by con- 
necting the two sections, Egypt and Pa- 
lestine (Israel) with Iraq, which state 
contains the major portion of ancient 
Assyria. In fact, the ancient city of 
Assur, capital and birthplace of the 
Assyrian race, is only about sixty miles 
West of modern Kirkuk, on the road to 
Haditha; and now, where Sargon and 
Sennacherib once led their fierce As- 
syrian warriors in the conquest of the 
West, a new type of history is being 
made, one of industry rather than of 
war. 

Since last July a Wisconsin boy, driv- 
ing a big FWD truck, has been travel- 
ing across this cradle of civilization, 
helping to build the forty million dol- 
lar pipe line of the Iraq Petroleum 
Company. This modern ship of the 
desert, with its four-wheel trailer, is 
hauling from 20 to 30 tons of steel 
plates and equipment per trip. It makes 
the 675 mile run from Haifa to Bagdad 
in from two to three days, depending 
on the number of cargo changes to be 
made, and each trip across the desert 
helps to make the road more perma- 
nent. It is assured that with improved 
economic conditions there will be a 
high type road paralleling the pipe line 
from Kirkuk to the sea at Haifa. 


Inasmuch as each of these ancient 
kingdoms is now a well established 
nation, though under a different name, 
all are under mandate to England and 
freedom of worship is permitted to all 
creeds and races. Prosperity is also 
returning to these lands of ruins and 
the oil deposits from which Noah se- 
cured the pitch used in building the ark 
are now being pumped from the earth’s 
crust and refined for use throughout 
the world. These lands, with their in- 
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creased wealth, are now supporting 
from two to three times the population 
of fifty years ago, Egypt alone having 
more than trebled her population in the 
past fifty years. So it has come to pass 
that there is a highway out of Egypt to 
Assyria, that Israel (now Palestine) is 
a separate kingdom on a par with its 
neighbors, and that a new prosperity 
has come to these lands, making them

The Morning After

For three days a gathering haze had 
hung in the sky. At 5-44-20 p.m., March 
10, 1933, it came. A low rumble ran 
along the ground and the earth shook 
like a man with the ague. Twelve to 
fifteen cities and villages lay in partial 
or utter ruin. 

The frightened survivors began to 
pull their dead from the wreckage and 
laid them in rows upon their lawns. 
Police and ambulance sirens screamed 
their way down the street. Above the 
dust and din mad confusion reigned. 
Southern California had its earthquake. 

Said a commuter: “I suddenly found 
myself running for my car in Los 
Angeles. Somehow my feet wanted to 
hit my face. Fourteen story buildings 
swayed and twisted and then shot their 
shower of brick and stone to the pave- 
ment below.” Another said, “I stood at 
an alley when the shock came. I saw 
skyscrapers bow and nod to each other, 
as though coping would kiss coping. It 
made me see how little man is and how 
his boasted achievement may be brought 
to ruin in a few seconds of time.” 

As the writer passed through Hunt- 
ington Park and surburban villages he 
saw fronts peeled from store, office 
building, and city hall. People wandered 
about on the streets, dazed, listless, or 
were seated on their lawns cooking by 
wood fires. 

Large provision markets stood with 
fronts collapsed, leaving lemons, or- 
anges, lettuce, cabbage, apples, bana- 
nas and brick in one promiscuous heap. 
Business is at a standstill. Marines with 
rifles switch curiosity seekers off the 
main boulevards, away from the cen- 
ters of ruin. 

Compton and Long Beach were hard- 
est hit. As usual, when the stroke fell 
the people rushed out into the open, 
thus endangering life by falling brick. 
The proprietor of a drug store was in 
the act of running from his place of 
business when his clerk caught him by 
the arm and implored him to remain in- 
side. Angrily he pulled himself loose, 
ran out, and was instantly killed. 

Among the dead was G. A. McLaugh- 
lin, Associate Editor of The Christian 
Witness. He had gone to a grocery 
store for provisions and was caught in 
the crash. 


All along our line of travel toward 
the sea drug store fronts were crushed 
in. Splintered plate-glass, broken bot- 
tles, pills and plasters and what have 
you lay there in one jumbled mixture. 
The people had no interest in the 
spilled, shaken-together, and _ useless 
clutter of cure-alls.

CHRIST PREACHING TO SPIRITS 
IN PRISON. By Ithamar Quigley. 
Published by the Mount Zion Publishing 
Society. Pages 128. Price 60 cents. 


The heart of the present discussion 
is the mysterious passage contained in 
I Peter 3:18-19, “For Christ also hath 
once suffered for sins, the just for the 
unjust that He might bring us to God, 
being put to death in the flesh, but 
quickened by the Spirit; By which also 
He went and preached unto the spirits 
in prison.” 

Mr. Quigley makes known his atti- 
tude toward the Atonement in these 
words, “As the Lord Jesus was the 
Lamb of God, potentially slain from the 
foundation of the world: being fore- 
ordained and predestinated to be finally 
slain for the sins of the whole world; 
and prefigured and typified by the 
Ceremonial Covenant, it was necessary 
that He yield His life and shed His 
blood to satisfy the demands of divine 
justice and of the broken law, that God 
might be just and the justifier of him 
that believeth in Jesus.” But since re- 
demption is for “whosoever” (John 
2:16) and “the whole world,” past, pres- 
eut and future (I John 2:2), what about 
those who ‘‘died previous to the Atone- 
ment on Calvary”? 


The reader is assured that there is no 
“Second Probation” and that there is 
no Biblical basis for the theory of a 
“Roman Catholic Purgatory.” But 
while the body of Jesus was in the tomb 
it is evident that He did enter the place 
of “custody and confinement where de- 
parted spirits were kept” and He 
“preached unto the spirits in prison.” 
This preaching was confined to “the 
pre-gospel period.” The purpose of 
this ministry is recorded in I Peter 4:6. 

“Christ Preaching to Spirits in Pris- 
on” discloses a mature knowledge of 
the Bible on the part of its Author, as 
well as a vast amount of study and re- 
search. The work of Christ among “the 
spirits in prison” is vitally related to 


the great fact of life after death. A ~ 


careful study of these pages will help 
to clear the mental atmosphere of a 
great deal of sentimental speculation 
about life beyond the grave. 


THE UNITED STATES OF EU- 
ROPE IN PROPHECY. By Jay C. Kel- 
logg. Published by the Whole Gospel 
Crusaders. Pages 54. Price 25 cents. 


The author sees in the League of 
Nations a movement toward a federa- 
tion of European nations which he un- 
derstands to be a fulfillment of pro- 
phecy. He says, “In fact, the League 
is now in substance a United States of 
Europe and all that it lacks is just a 
great president, a superman. And that 
is exactly what it will have some day.” 
This, he says, is a drift in the direction 
of the fulfillment of Revelation, 17th 
chapter. We are told that the Anti- 


christ impulse is back of the present 


tendency toward world-wide mergers of 
business, financial and religious inter- 
est . One superman is destined to 
become president of Europe’s United 
States. 

GOD IN HISTORY. By Elmer Ells- 
worth Helms. Published by the Light 
and Life Press. Pages 62. Price 50 
cents. 

Perhaps one of the best recommenda- 
tions for this book is the fact that so 
many preachers and evangelists are 
proclaiming its contents. It is a re- 
markable compilation of obvious special 
providences which have occurred at turn- 
ing-points in the world’s history. It is 
divided into four chapters: ‘‘God in the 
World War,” “God at Waterloo,” “God 
at Gettysburg” and “God in American 
History.” 

THE UNITED STATES AND RUS- 
SIA IN PROPHECY. By Gerald B. 
Winrod. Published by the Defender 
Publishers. Pages 38. Price 25 cents. 

This new book is a companion to the 
Author’s “Hidden Hand.” The follow- 
ing questions are either discussed or 
answered in its contents: To what ex- 
tent has the stage been set for the 
coming of a World Dictator? Are the 
people of the United States likely to 
have another opportunity to vote for a 
President? What are the political 
signs which might lead us to suppose 
that America is headed toward a Dic- 
tatorship?

Per- 
sons who read the article “The Coming 
Golden Calf” in this Defender will need 
to read this book in order to follow out 
the lines of thought which the article 
introduces. 





of a miracle: “A miracle is an event 
which transcends natural processes.” 
If there is a better statement of the 
subject I do not know it, and when a 
person undertakes to study creation or 
to think of the special works of God 
recorded in both Old and New Testa- 
ments, that definition should be engrav- 
ed on his mind. 


The first thing the skeptic does is to 
explain away the miracles. Satan’s 
first step is to cast doubt on God’s 
Word. In the process of casting doubt 
he explains away God’s acts. A key- 
stone of modernistic doctrine is the de- 
nial of miracles. People explain away 
the passage of the Red Sea (or deny it), 
they explain away the plagues of 
Egypt, or deny that they occurred; they 
explain the calming of the tempest on 
the sea of Galilee, and so for all the 
mighty acts of God. Often, of course, 
they simply deny them, but mostly they 
explain them (or attempt to do so) on 
a naturalistic basis. We term these 
works, miracles. Aquinus said a mir- 
acle was an event transcending natural 
processes—superior to them, beyond 
them, and all of these miracles seem to 
us to actually be beyond nature. Right- 
ly they seem so. 


Try to create man by natural law; 
figure out the manner of his coming in- 
to being; if you figure clearly you will 
have nothing but genuine evolution. 
If you get real creation, you get some- 
thing transcending natural law, a mir- 
acle. Have Naaman cleansed of lep- 
rosy by natural processes, and he will 
be months in becoming whole, if he can 
even then. 


What then is the lesson of it all? 
Cast aside this philosophizing about 
natural law on this level, and natural 
law on the other level, and on some 
higher level. All this in its underlying 
and usually unrecognized purpose is to 
explain away the mighty acts of God 
upon a naturalistic basis. Certain of 
God’s acts transcend what we can call 


nature. We can confess two things: 
First, “I know that God can do any- 
thing;” second, “Shall not the Judge 


of all the earth do right?”

of natural law is to make words mean- 
ingless. A noted French diplomat long 
ago said, “Words were invented to con- 
ceal thought.” This can be paraphrased 
to state, “Reasoning can be used to 
reach the most unreasonable conclu- 
sions.” Cicero said, “There is no theory 
so absurd that it has not at some time 
heen put forth by some philosopher.” 

hen it comes to developing absurd 
conclusions, philosophers and theologi- 
ans can excel all common men. 


The Catholic church recognizes five 
great doctors of the church, and of the 
five Thomas Aquinus without doubt had 
the most amazing mental powers. In 
fact, omitting men like Moses and Paul, 
definitely inspired by God for some spe- 
cial work, there is some question if 
any man in history had a greater mind 
than Aquinus.

Many students have 
attributed their later success in Christian work 
to the common-sense instruction thus received 
in their weekly classes. Dr. Davis is a master at 
the art of enthusing and inspiring others. In 
this article he discusses a few methods, and 
offers certain suggestions which have proved 
of incomparable value to many Christian work- 
ers over a period of years. The cold, printer's 
type will fail to convey the magnetic warmth 
and driving energy which is put behind the 
words when they are spoken in the class-roomg 
or at Bible Conferences.) 


Learn To Listen 


DEAL HELPS will not feed souls. 

But they will help you deliver the 
goods. The goods is the Gospel. Stu- 
dents who learn how to use the Helps 
and practical psychology as a dish in 
which to carry the Gospel food in- 
variably succeed. 


One sentence used possibly more at 
our School than any other single 
phrase is “Adapt Yourself.” Add to 
this another, “Forethought,” which 
means of course to think things out 
d@head, and you have the key to victory 
in many a trying circumstance where 
otherwise you would not be able to 
succeed. Find your particular calling in 
life, acquire all the knowledge you can, 
saturate your vision with prayer, keep 
your mental tools in good condition, 
submit your plans to the Holy Spirit, 
Adapt Yourself, and then dig into the 
task before you, in the service of your 
Lord and Master. 


Be a good listener and you will be a 
good “learner.” There is much in 
knowing how to listen. I received many 
inspirations along this line from Dwight 
L. Moody, for he was one of the best 
listeners in the world. Whether he was 
in private conversation, sitting on the 
platform or down in the audience, he 
- would lean forward and listen to every 
word of the speaker. When someone 


else is speaking at a Bible Conference,- 


I have made it a rule for years to sit 
close to the front or on the platform, as 
near the speaker as possible. I sit 
side-ways in my chair, lean forward, 
listen to every word, assent to the 
speaker’s message, pray silently, and 
adapt myself to whatever plan or mes- 
sage the speaker uses. Dr. G. Campbell 
Morgan was speaking at our School on 
one occasion when he said to me, “I 
never saw but one other person in my 
life who listened like you do and that 
was Moody.” I answered, “That’s 
where I learned it.” 


Pull Together 


Take a smile with you when you go 
to church. It will help you and it will 
help others. Church members seldom 
realize how much depends upon their 
mental attitude when they attend a 
place of worship. Never act bored in 
God’s house. A business man or a 
salesman who wishes to make a sale al- 
ways adapts himself to the condition 
which he encounters. We should put as 
much into our Christian work as the 
business man does his business, or as 
the housewife does her household duties. 
If you will let yourself become interest- 
ed in the message of the preacher, you 
will forget the time, and assenting to 
the best things said in the sermon with 


a nod of the head or a quiet “Amen” 
from time to time, will encourage the 
speaker so that he will put his best into 
what he is saying. At the close of the 
meeting shake hands with other people, 
give them a smile and say kind things 
about the meeting. Then, go out to 
boost for all you are worth. Be con- 
structive and your influence will help 
build up the work of the Master. Lit- 
tle is ever gained from grumbling. 
Pessimism is not piety. 


One thing that impressed me when 
I was in Wales attending the Welch 
Revival was that everybody was boost- 
ing. The people were all talking about 
the good meetings. They yielded to the

spirit of helping others and no one 
criticised. Was not this the secret of 
Pentecost’s power? ‘And when the day 
of Pentecost was fully come, they were 
all with one accord in one place.” Acts 
2:1. I have had cards printed bearing 
the following verse, for use in places 
where I thought they were particularly 
needed: 

A pretty good thing to remember, 

And a better thing to do: 

Is to work with the Construction Gang, 

And not the Wrecking Crew. 


The Power House 

Some of us have learned from ex- 
perience what a great help to the pas- 
tor the prayer-meeting can be made if 
it is run properly. It is a wise pastor 
who will not let his methods narrow 
down to beaten paths. It is so easy to 
become mechanical and get in a rut. 
Doctrinal matters remain unchanged; 
sin is the same, the Gospel is the same, 
the remedy for sin is the same. But 
methods may be revised; no leader 
should feel bound by any system or 


man-made plan, to cramp the expres- 
sion of the Holy Spirit in the use of the 
particular and _ peculiar, distinctive 
qualities which he may possess. Run 
your prayer-meeting different, pastor; 
give careful forethought to it, then 
watch it grow. It is a shame when the 
spiritual power house of the church is 
not run in a way to make it attractive 
and interesting to all kinds and types of 
people. 


Suppose that next Sunday the pastor 
announces what a wonderful prayer- 
meeting he expects to have at the com- 
ing mid-week meeting. He will quicken 
interest at once. He should keep the 
bright side before the people and tell 
them that he expects a large attend- 
ance. Also, that he will have some 
very important things to take up with 
them. Let his announcements be stated 
in a way to create a real expectancy. 
Then, at the close of the meeting, sup- 
pose that instead of talking to them 
there, he arranges for another room, 
where he invites them all for the next 
seven minutes to meet with him. By 
having it in another room, he changes 
their positions, their muscles, and their 
whole trend of thought. Then he says 
to them, “You are among the faithful 
ones. I am going to depend upon you 
to go out and secure one other per- 
son to come to the next prayer-meeting. 
We are going to begin praying right 
now for a revival.” He thereby puts 
responsibility upon them and gives 
them something to which they can look 
forward. All that week they work for 
the next mid-week service and the com- 
ing revival. 


When I was pastor I hit upon the 
humorous plan of picking out a num- 
ber of people who did not attend our 
Wednesday night meeting and as soon 
as the service was over, possibly at ten 
or eleven o’clock at nieht, I would go 
and call on them. Some times I would 
get them out of bed and ask them how 
long they had been sick? who is ill? 
and that I had come to find out all 
about them because I had missed them 
from prayer-meeting. Many and many 
a time they promised me they would 
be there next Wednesday night. The 
plan worked. 


On prayer-meeting night I would 
come early. Sometimes I would change 
the chairs around in a different way. 
The pianist and the song leader would 
be right on time. As a rule the leader 
was trained to start the first song aft- 
er the people arrived, while they were 
talking or whispering. By so doing, he 
changed their muscles, thought and 
mental attitude. I had instructed him 
carefully how to hold their minds so 
that the beautiful music would keep 
them from thinking about their dis- 
couragements and how they left things 
at home. After the crowd was aroused 
and a spirit of joy is manifest, then we 
would have them rise and sing one or 
two verses of a good song on the line 
of prayer. I would then say, “Now I 
wish everyone would offer just a sen- 
tence prayer.” Then the leader would 
ask everybody to repeat the prayer with 
him. Anything to produce a spirit of 
sanctified action in the beginning of the 
service! 

A brief Bible lesson, a penetrating 
message would be given, followed by a 


season of real heart-searching prayer. 
An old-fashioned testimonial service is

Rome Revived 


The fifth and final empire is prophe- 
sied to be a division of old Rome into 
sections symbolized by the ten toes on 
the feet of the image. The Roman km- 
pire has existed through the centuries 
though some times sleeping like a 
mighty Vesuvius as if waiting to belch 
forth at an unexpected moment. 


On Christmas day, in the year 800, 
Saint Peter’s in the city of Rome was 
filled with a worshipping throng. Pope 
Leo Third came down from his ponti- 
fical chair to the high altar where 
Charlemagne was kneeling, and placing 
on his head a golden crown, saluted and 
proclaimed him Emperor of Rome. 
Thus, life was again breathed into the 
western division and it became known 
thereafter as the “Holy Roman Em- 
pire.” The imperial form of Roman 
government has ceased to exist but the 
fragments of the Empire has continued 
and its future revival is certain. John, 
in the Patmos vision, describes the im- 
perial head of the Empire as a beast 
whose “deadly wound was _ healed,” 
meaning that it will be restored. In 
other words another Emperor is com- 
ing who will sit in Caesar’s seat to 
realize Napoleon’s ambition of becom- 
ing the sole ruler and dictator of the 
territory which formerly comprised the 
Roman Empire. It is worthy of note 
that *Mussolini’s ambitions lead in ex- 
actly the same direction, Caesar being 
his consuming ideal. That such a 
dictator is coming who will do what 
Mussolini yearns to do, namely revive 
old Rome, every informed student of 
Bible prophecy very well knows. The 
territory will eventually be divided into 
ten nations over which a Superman will 
preside. There will be nine figure-head 
subdictators under him, thus making 
up the ten toes of Daniel’s image. Cur- 
rent history is moving in that direction. 


Since the World War there have been 
many developments in Europe which 
have tended toward the creation of the 
predicted ten-toed federation of nations. 
There has been a great deal of talk 
among statesmen about the establish- 
ment of a “United States of Europe.” 
The League of Nations is of course a 
definite step toward the fulfillment of 
Daniel’s prophecy. Eventually all of 
the nations which now belong to the 
League and are outside of the territory 
over which old Rome ruled, will forsake 
the League for one cause or another. 
In this connection it is important to 
notice that Japan has withdrawn dur- 
ing the last month. 





A Prophetic Development 


The map of Europe is being gradu- 
ally revised, and the nations are being 
brought to conform to Daniel’s declara- 
tion of ten kingdoms. There was a sig- 
nificant development in this direction 
last month when the “Little Entente” 
formulated a policy of virtual amalga- 
mation which simply means that three 
of the nations in old Rome’s territory, 
Rumania, Jugoslavia and Czechoslo- 
vakia, are on the verge of shrinking in- 
to one. Angry German newspaper edi- 
tors who do not approve of the arrange- 
ment have dubbed the new kingdom

which has seemingly risen over night 
as, “RUMANOJUGOSVAKIA.” 

The merger was engineered by Cze- 
choslovakia’s Dr. Edward Benes who is 
called “Europe’s Smartest Little States- 
Rumania’s Foreign Minister Ni- 


man,” 
colas Titulescu, and Jugoslavia’s For- 
eign Minister Boske Yevtitch. The 


daily press says that it means ‘“‘the ab- 
rupt and solid interlocking of three 
small European states into what may 
soon be considered a Great Power.” The 
treaty involves a joining of military, 
political and economic interests, an al- 
liance not to be limited by any certain 
number of years. After the signing of 
the treaties was finished at Geneva, Dr. 
Benes cried, “Jt is eternal! It provides 
our countries at last with a stable, or- 
ganic base.” The official statement 
issued by the three statesmen says, “In- 
order to mark sharply the transforma- 
tion of the Entente into an international 
community having a distinct person- 
ality, the three Foreign Ministers have 
decided that every political treaty of 
each State of the Entente, every uni- 
lateral act changing the existing po- 
litical situation of one of the Entente 
States toward an outside State, as well 
as every economic agreement involving 
important political consequences re- 
quire henceforth the unanimous consent 
of the Council of the Entente.” 


Developments of this kind prove un- 
mistakably that world affairs are head- 
ing up, on prophetic lines, toward the 
creation of a world Tower of Babel 
which will topple over in the convul- 
sions of “great tribulation,” to be fol- 
lowed by the establishments of Christ’s 
personal kingdom which will have no 
end. As Daniel looked at the feet of 
the Image he saw the ten toes sudden- 
ly smashed and destroyed by the falling 
of a stone “cut out without hands, 
which smote the Image upon his feet 
that were of iron and clay, and broke 
them in pieces. And the stone became 
a great mountain and filled the whole 
earth.” The descending stone is the 
second coming of Christ and at that 
time His government will replace the 
governments of men.

Newspapers set the death list at 150. 
No tally was kept of the injured. The 
estimated financial loss is $60,000,000. 
Little looting was in evidence, owing to 
the marines and legionaires everywhere 
present. Trucks loaded with blankets 
and hampers of food from Pasadena, 
Glendale and outlying places are being 
rushed to the shelterless and hungry in 
the heavily stricken districts. We saw 
long truck-lines of bottled water hurry 
toward Long Beach where water mains 
in many places are broken. 

In one home in which the grandmoth- 
er lay suffering from a late stroke the 
family had crumpled to their knees try- 
ing to keep the bed from sliding across 
the room. While thus in the throes of 
the quake the heart should have been 
lifted in prayer; but no such report was 
given. Nor did anybody ask, “Would 
you come in and pray with mother?” 
Plenty of terror and tears, but no re- 
pentance and righteousness. 

All day long the writer carefully 
listened to the conversation on street- 
cars and in the stricken districts. At 
no time did he hear the name of God 
mentioned. The usual effort to crown 
hero or heroine was _ present, and

As these words are written three let- 
ters have been received from Paul tell- 
ing of his safe arrival in Krutown and 
giving plans for his immediate evan- 
gelistic tour among the twelve tribes. 
Everyone says it was a stroke of the 
genius for the Defenders Movement to 
send Paul back to Africa, a well trained 
and successful soul-winner, tobe a 
preacher to his own people.

More Spanish News 


A letter from Superintendent J. F. 
Rodriguez of The Defenders Spanish 
work, says, “Late last night, Tuesday, 
we came home from a place very far 
from Arecibo. It is not atown. There is 
no road to reach there. We drove the 
Gospel Bus five hours and then made 
on foot a distance of some seven miles. 
About 9 p. m. we entered the village 
and preached the Word. The town is out 
of civilization but not out of the curse 
of Popery. The heart aches when one 
sees a large group of souls so benight- 
ed, so enslaved to Romanism.” 

Mr. Rodriguez also explains that let- 
ters are coming to him from all parts 
of the West Indies and many other 
Spanish-speaking countries, rendered by 
El Defensor Hispano (the Spanish De- 
fender)... . He says that a tent meet- 
ing will be held in Arecibo, Puerto Rico 
in May and requests prayers for its 
success. .. . The Defenders Tabernacle 
in Guayama, Puerto Rico, under the di- 
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rection of Rev. Jose Polanco continues 
to prosper.... Large crowds are at- 
tending all of the open air preaching 
points, called Defender Chapels, over 
the Island, where lay-preachers min- 
ister on regular week nights. This 
work is strictly evangelistic. ... Rev. 
Ishmael Ramos, the beloved Arecibo 
office manager and faithful co-worker 
with Mr. Rodriguez, a young man of 
good education and rare spiritual con- 
secration, who devotes his entire time 
to the Defenders Testimony, contem- 
plates an early marriage.... And 
finally, Mr. Rodriguez solicits earnest 
prayers that the money may soon be 
made available, in spite of the depres- 
sion, for him to visit Santo Domingo 
with the Gospel Message, concerning 
which he wrote in the March Defender. 


This great Spanish work has been 
made possible because of the prayers 
and sacrificial” giving on the part of 
Readers of The Defender who have 
shown a heart-interest in the undertak- 
ing. But encouraging as the support 
has been in the past, yet the work is 
confronted with immediate needs and 
it is hoped that during the month of 
April, many who have never yet ex- 
pressed an interest in the program, will 
do so by sending tithes and offerings 
to the Wichita headquarters in suf- 
ficient amounts so that the Spanish 
effort may not suffer. 


The Yaqui Indians 


There are three settlements of Yaqui 
Indians in Arizona. Each is governed 
by a different chief. One of these 
groups in particular has been remark- 
ably responsive to the Gospel during re- 
cent months. After all, the transform- 
ing power of New Testament preach- 
ing and teaching is the greatest need of 
all North American Indians. . . Be- 
ing originally of Mexico the Yaqui 
speaks Spanish. His religious practices 
are largely a combination of heathenish 
observances garbed somewhat in the 
paganism of Roman Catholicism. His 
need represents a great missionary 
challenge. . Laboring under De- 
fender auspices, a converted Maya In- 
dian is doing successful work among 
them. Each night he conducts a serv- 
ice in his poor, humble shack. All mis- 
sionary endeavor of the Defenders 
Movement places supreme emphasis up- 
on evangelism, definite soul-winning. 
The physical, moral, social and mental 
life of the convert will be lifted to high- 
er levels, when his heart is definitely 
changed by the supernatural action of 
the Holy Spirit. The efforts of this In- 
dian as well as the labors of Rev. Leon- 
ardo Mercado, are already beginning to 
bear fruit for eternity. ... Let Read- 
ers remember that there is a modest 
financial need of $25.00 a month to 
keep this work going.

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THE CHALLENGE OF 
BALI

ALI IS not a large island. It can be 

crossed by automobile on beautiful 
motor roads in a few hours. The popu- 
lation numbers about a million. The 
scenery is magnificent beyond descrip- 
tion. 


In the year 1863 missionary work was 
begun by two Dutchmen. There they 
labored with various changes until the 
year 1881, and during the intervening 
years, won so far as they knew only 
one soul to Jesus Christ, at least they 
made one convert to Christianity. 


In the year 1881, however, one of the 
missionaries, de Vroom by name, was 
murdered, and his murderer was his 
convert, who was later hanged by the 
Dutch Government. Thus the only con- 
vert won during a period of eighteen 
years became the murderer of the mis- 
sionary who had been the means of his 
conversion, and died on the gallows for 
his crime. What a tragedy! 


The Dutch Government immediately 
closed all missionary work in the island, 
nor have they allowed anything to be 
done since, until just recently. The 
people hold to Hinduism. They still 
have their heathen temples, idols and 
priests. They cremate instead of bury- 
ing their dead. The women wear noth- 
ing above the waist, and heathenism 
flourishes as perhaps in no other island 
of the Dutch East Indies. 


It was not easy for the Dutch govern- 
ment to bring the island into subjection. 
In fact only in the year 1906 did they 
finally succeed. During the days of 
conquest one village held out after all 
the others had submitted. Around this 
village the officer in charge of the 
Dutch army placed his men and sat 
down with the thought of starving the 
villagers into subjection, for he did not 
want to shed blood if he could help it. 


Suddenly, one day, the gates of the 
village opened and all the women ap- 
peared, each one dressed in her best, as 
for a festival. As they approached, the 
officer saw that each held a concealed 
dagger in her hand and that they in- 
tended to use it as soon as they got in- 
to close grips with the soldiers. Im- 
mediately he gave the command to fire, 
and the majority of the women fell, 
either dead or wounded. In the flash 


of a second those still alive and un- 
harmed stuck their daggers into the 
hearts of the ones wounded and then 


into their own hearts, so that not a 
single woman remained alive. 

The soldiers were then ordered to 
march into the village, expecting of 
course, that the men would be waiting 
for them, but when they got inside, im- 
agine their surprise to discover not a 
single living soul. Later it was found 
that before the women had gone out the 
men had used their daggers, first on 
every one remaining, and then on them- 
selves. 

Such was the resistance of Bali. 
Such are the Balinese. Heathen men 
and women who could thus die for their 
country and die a self-inflicted death 
will certainly make wonderful converts, 
wonderful Christians, once they hear 
the Gospel. They will be ready to suf- 
fer persecution, even martyrdom, if 
necessary, for Jesus Christ. God help 
us to win them. 

As a result of the work of Rev. R. A. 
Jaffray, some 200 have already respond- 
ed to the appeal of the Gospel. Mr. 
Jaffray sent a Chinese worker to Bali 
to labor among his own people on the 
island. Some of the Chinese converts 
were married to Balinese women, so 
that before long the message was car- 
ried to the Balinese. Mr. Jaffray bap- 
tized 105, and in spite of the terrific 
persecution, most of them are standing 
true. 

It was my privilege to visit Bali last 
year and to see the work for myself. 
I preached in some of the _ villages, 
heard the prayers of the new converts, 
listened to them as they sang Gospel 
hymns, rejoiced with them in their new 
found experience, and praised God for 
the possibilities for evangelism among 
them. These are the first fruits. A 
million still wait in darkness. They 
have never yet heard the name of Jesus. 
They are strong, intelligent men and 
women. Let us not fail them. 

Application has been made to the 
Dutch Government, not only by Mr. 
Jaffray, but also by the Roman Cath- 
olics and one of the Dutch denomina- 
tions. It looks as though the Catholics 
will get in. Only God can open the 
door for the true Gospel. It is up to 
us to pray, thousands of us. Let prayer 
arise day and night on behalf of this 
island. Let us pray the door open. We 
must storm the citadel of heaven until 
Bali can be entered, and the Gospel of 
our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ pro- 
claimed. 


Russia's Future 


What is going to happen in Russia? 
That question, I suppose, is on every- 
body’s tongue. Will Bolshevism be 
overthrown, or has it come to stay? 


I may be wrong, but after mature 
deliberation, I have come to the convic- 
tion that it is doomed. And for this 
reason: 

Stalin is a sick man. It was not so 
long ago that he had nearly a score of 
German doctors attending him, so it 
was reported. He is now about fifty- 
three years of age. 

Unfortunately for Bolshevism, Stalin, 
himself the world’s most powerful dic- 
tator, and admittedly a strong leader, 
has no outstanding man to step into his 
shoes. Lenin is dead. Trotsky has been 
banished. He is surrounded, for the 
most part, by weaker men, men all 
more or less on an equality. 

Hence, when he dies, there will he 
a mad scramble for office. The Com- 
munists will fall out among themselves. 
There will be much disagreement. Even 
an uprising is not impossible. Another 
revolution may take place. Thus, Bol- 
shevism will disintegrate and a better 
form of government be ushered in. 

Meanwhile the Toronto Gospel Taber- 
nacle is working through its mission- 
aries on the Soviet Border of Russia 
and among the Russian refugees of 
France, reaching thousands with the 
Gospel through its heroic workers. 
Hundreds have been won to Christ, and 
when the time comes, they will be ready 
to cross the Border and take the Gospel 
into Russia itself. God speed the day! 
It cannot come too soon.
